MONTAUK SURFER CHARGED WITH KILLING 
SHARK THAT ATTACKED HIM 

The Hamptons Police Department took some 
heat from the local surfing community after 
arresting a local big wave rider for his role in 
the death of an immature great white shark off 
Montauk over the weekend. Finn Squalocibo 
was paddling out past the breakers near Ditch 
Plains on Friday morning when the 6-foot 
predator got hold of his arm. He was able to 
break free safely, only tearing his thick wetsuit, 
but the beast went back for a second bite, taking 


HIGH DRAMA 

Yesterday, a problem arose on train number 22 
as it passed Shinnecock going west. The recorded 
command “watch out for the closing doors” kept 
repeating at high volume over and over. This was 
a little inconvenience to some people, but we 
thought since most riders are not on the subway 
for more than fifteen minutes at a time, we should 
keep the train going until it got to Montauk where 
it could be taken out of service and repaired in the 
subway yards there. Unfortunately, the engine 
failed on that train and it came to a halt along 
that long lonely stretch between Amagansett and 
Napeague. Thus the passengers had to continue 
to suffer listening to “watch out for the closing 
doors” over and over for the next two hours. 
Ambulances finally arrived and paramedics went 
down to the stuck train, pried open the doors 
and began attending to the stricken passengers. 
All 172 on board were taken out by stretcher 
and put in ambulances for the 45-minute drive 
to Southampton Hospital. All suffered from 
post traumatic stress disorder and their names 
will be released later today after next of kin 
are notified.

a jagged piece of Squalocibo’s fiberglass board in 
the process. 

Later, the shark was found washed up dead 
below the bluffs, apparently due to mortal 
wounds it received while trying to swallow the 
sharp surfboard. A necropsy performed on 
Saturday revealed Squalocibo’s name on the 
board fragment, giving police solid proof of his 
guilt, though tales of his deadly encounter were 
already circulating around Montauk. 

“Mr. Squalocibo clearly did not believe he had 
anything to hide, as he shared his story with just 
about anyone in town who’d listen,” Hamptons 
Police spokesman Larry Hirsch said after 
the surfer’s arrest on Sunday. “What he 
didn’t know is that great white sharks 
are on the endangered list, and one must 
have a special permit to catch or kill this 
vulnerable species.” 

Despite his unique circumstances, Hamptons 
PD says they will punish the surfer to the 
fullest extent of the law. Meanwhile, local 
environmentalists are expressing concern that 
fiberglass surfboards could harm other sharks 


in future attacks. They are asking police and the 
Hamptons Municipal Board officials to consider 
new legislation that would ban such surfboards 
and instead require surfers to use foam or 
heavy wooden boards that would not splinter 
under the stress of even the most powerful 
shark bites. 

“We are looking at all options to protect 


our local marine life and ensure these 
majestic creatures wont get any 
unwanted surprises the next time they 
attack a surfer, or any other watersports 
enthusiast for that matter,” 
Hirsch explained. 


In response to area surfers, who were furious 
over the decision to arrest Squalocibo, Hirsch 
said they must work harder to deter such attacks, 
noting, “We’ve found that employing a smooth 
and steady tone with these animals, perhaps 
saying something like, ‘Easy, big fella, easy,’ 
should go a long way toward relaxing most sharks 
in most situations.”

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Southold or Southampton? 


Which Town’s Claim to Be the First Settlement Is Correct? A Surprise Answer!

t the entrance to Southampton 

Village, you encounter a sign 
that reads “Welcome to the First 
English Settlement in the State of 
New York, Founded 1640.” The 
trouble is that when you drive out 
the North Fork to the entrance 
to Southold, a sign also says the 
same thing. 

Which was really first? I looked 
into it. The answer is a surprise. 

Southampton’s claim is based on 
the day a 40-foot sloop bearing 
40 Christian families dropped 
anchor at a slender beach in what 
is now Noyac Bay in Southampton. 
The date is uncertain, but the 
month and year are not. It was in 
June 1640. 

According to legend, a woman, 
the first to come ashore from the 
ship, stated, “For Conscience Sake 
- We are on Dry Land Once More.” 
It was supposed to have been a 
few days’ sail. It turned out to be 
much longer than that. Early in 
that month, they had departed from

from the King of England to create 

a new settlement somewhere on Long Island. 
They had made a landing near Oyster Bay, only 
to find that Dutch settlers were already there 
and were not happy to see the English. The 
settlers left, went to New Haven, Connecticut, 
where they got a new patent for land farther east, 
and a few days later found their spot at Noyac 
Bay. Here they were met by friendly Shinnecock 
Indians who ushered them to a place several 
miles down a path, to a spot that appeared quite 
pleasant. They built their first homes. They built 
a meetinghouse. Records begin in 1640. This 
pleasant spot is today called Old Town, which is 
near to Southampton Hospital. 

The Southold claim is earlier. But it is a bit 
sketchier. That is because the early records of 
the Village of Southold were burned in a fire and 
had to be re-created in later years. There are, 
however, land sale deeds and other documents, 
originals, dating from 1639. 

A New Haven man named James Farrett sells 
land in Southold to a Matthew Sinderland on 
June 18, 1639. Sinderland is a seaman from 
Boston, and an assumption is made by present- 
day historians that he likely sailed down to his 


property by September. In any case, he is paying 
rent on the land on September 4, 1639. A bit 
confusing—why pay rent on land you own? And 
he is mentioned as being physically here and 
farming in September in the re-created Southold 
Town records. : 

The following year, the man who is considered 
the founder of the Town of Southold, the 
Reverend John Youngs, gets permission from the 
Colony of New Haven to form a new colony to be 
called Southold, and he leaves New Haven in a 
small ship with his extended family and friends 
that year— most say October—to make his first 
settlement on the shores of Hashamomuck Pond, 
an inlet from what we call Peconic Bay today, 
about halfway between the current-day villages 
of Southold and Greenport. Farmer Sinderland’s 
first neighbor there is Richard Jackson, who gets 
his land in August 1640. 

It’s in 1653 that John Youngs gathers together 
his friends and neighbors to re-create the early 
settlement records. The fire, by the way, took 
place in New Haven. Southold— originally called 
Yennecott—was, before Youngs charter, just 
a colony of the New Haven Colony, not an 


independent place at all. With Youngs’ charter, it 
becomes Southold. 

From all this information, one would say that 
Southold wins the right to say their settlement 
was first. But, as it turns out, they were not the 
first settlers. And neither were the settlers in 
Southampton. 

Down the road from Southampton is East 
Hampton Town, which declares itself settled 
in 1648, well out of the running to be able to ~ 
call itself the first settlement. But there is a 
settlement on that property that predates 1648, 
and even predates both Southampton’s claim in 
1640 and Southold’s claims in 1639. It predates 
the Southold 1639 claim by about 45 days. And 
it is quite real. 

Lion Gardiner, an Englishman, was born 
in England in 1599. As a young man, he was 
persecuted for his religious beliefs—which did 
not coincide with those of the Church of England. 
As a result, he traveled to Holland, where he 
went into the service of the Prince of Orange and 
became a military engineer, a builder of forts. 

There, in 1635, he was offered a lucrative job 
by the settlers in New England, to build for 
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them a fort at the mouth of the Connecticut 
River. His contract would be for four years, and 
the pay would be 100 pounds a year. At that 
time, the settlers were being harassed by a very 
aggressive tribe of Indians, the Pequots, who 
were also harassing other tribes in the area—the 
Wampanoags in the north, the Naragansets and 
Mohegans in the east and west, and even the 
Montaukett tribe on eastern Long Island. It was 
not about property rights. It was about hunting 
rights, specifically fur trading rights—and the 
other tribes either had to stay away from the 
Pequot claims or pay tribute, in wampum. All 
were paying wampum, a kind of shell found on 
ocean beaches. 

Gardiner, sensing adventure, accepted the 
offer, and before he left aboard a small 25-ton 
ship called the Batchelor, he married a Dutch girl 
named Mary. So she went, too. Gardiner was met 
in Boston and escorted with 30 soldiers and 40 
workmen down to Old Saybrook, where land was 
cleared for a new fort they wanted Gardiner to 
build. The settlers had also already built a fenced- 
in house and vegetable garden for them. There 
were also several servants for them, armed. This 
was not a safe place. 

Nearly 200 years later, a 45-page manuscript 
of a book was found in the possession of a 
former governor of Connecticut, written by Lion 
Gardiner in longhand when he, Lion, was 60 
years old and living in East Hampton! The book 
is entitled Relations of the Pequot Warres, and 
it is an account of his time building that fort 
and his subsequent settlement with his family 
and servants on what he called “The Isle of 


Wight,” but in later years became known as 
Gardiner’s Island—all part of East Hampton 
town today. The first half of the book is a series of 
bloody battles—the victimized other Indian tribes 
and white settlers with their guns against the 
vicious Pequots. It includes the killing of soldiers 
and Indians in various skirmishes—Gardiner is 
wounded in the thigh in one of them—and in 
the end the virtual destruction of the Pequot 
tribe, with the burning of their villages and the 
presentation of the head of Sassacus, the Chief 
of the Pequots, to the English settlers in Boston, 
brought to them by the Mohegans and some of 
the other Indians glad to be rid of him. 

The battle lasted nearly two years, and at 
various times Gardiner’s wife and young son 
were in danger, too, but he’d gotten through it. 
He writes at the end of the book about why he 
decided to leave Connecticut and look for peace 
and quiet somewhere else. 

“And although there has been much blood 
shed here in these parts among us, God and we 
know it came not by us, but if all must drink of 
this cup that is threatened then shortly the king 
of Sheshack shall drink last and tremble and 
fall when our pain will be past. Oh yes, I fear I 
shall be in the country again, that in there but 
twelve years true repairing cities and towns, 
made strong forts and prepared all things needful 
against a time of war, like Solomon, I think the 
soil has almost infected me but what they or our 
enemies will do hereafter I know not. I hope I 
shall not live so long here or for it for Iam old and 
out of date else I might be in fear to see and hear 
what I think before long will come upon us...” 
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The Pequot War ended about the time that 
Gardiner’s contract was up. His bosses in Boston 
found the fort in disrepair—parts burned by the 
Indians from the war—blamed its disrepair on 
Gardiner, and would not renew his contract “nor 
shall we send you a single shilling more.” 

Meanwhile, with the Pequots gone, Chief 
Wyandanch of the Montauks, the great Sachem 
of all of Long Island, came over to Saybrook to 
visit and discuss matters with Gardiner. “Were 
the English mad at all the Indians?” Wyandanch 
asked. “No,” Gardiner said. 

Wyandanch pledged himself to the English, 
and after the two men declared themselves 
brothers and feasted and exchanged gifts, he 
offered Gardiner a place of his choosing on Long 
Island. With Indian guides, Gardiner came across 
the Sound in the early spring of 1639 (probably 
April) and looked over various islands, finally 
choosing one. He then went back to Saybrook and 
returned with his wife and two-year-old son. He 
paid Wyandanch for the land with gifts and cash. 
Prior to arriving, he’d obtained a grant from the 
King to set-up his own settlement—separate from 
Connecticut or New Haven colony. So Gardiner 
was the Governor of Gardiners Island. He could 
make and enforce laws there. 

It was from Gardiners Island that farmers 
and settlers crossed over to what is now East 
Hampton in 1648, joining with other settlers 
from Southampton and Bridgehampton. 

Gardiners Island was settled in April of 1639. 
Two months before Southold and 14 months 
before Southampton. The first English settlement 
in the State of New York. #&

A Ruined Morning Because of a Fake Newscast Claiming an Invasion

ike most people today, I read the news online. 

I have apps on my phone from The New York 
Times, the Associated Press, CNN, Fox News. 
When something important happens, one of 
these will send me a notification. I’ve gotten them 
when the Ethiopian airplane crashed. I’ve gotten 
them when a flood overwhelms a town on the 
banks of the Mississippi. If I’m interested and 
don’t want to wait for a time I can open these 
stories on my screen to read them at length, I will 
on the spot click through to them and at least get 
the gist of it. 

This morning was one of the worst mornings 
of my life. I was writing in my car at Main Beach 
in East Hampton when I got an alert that read 
RUSSIA SENDS TROOPS TO VENEZUELA. I 
immediately clicked through. An anchor was 
giving the information from a newsroom. They 
were talking to an expert in London. He said 
the initial reaction from Washington was in and 
the U.S. wasn’t going to stand for it. He also 
said the Russians were responding to a request

by Nicholas Maduro, the longtime President of 
Venezuela, who was invoking a treaty Venezuela 
had with Russia from 2003 that allowed this. 

This particular morning, our President was 
still celebrating the Mueller Report for failing 
to claim Trump had committed treason by 
conspiring with the enemy and therefore would 
not be shot. But now Trump was announcing 
he wanted the FBI to investigate the behavior of 
gay black TV star Jussie Smollett, who said he’d 
been threatened by racist, homophobic hit men 
in Chicago, which others claimed he had set up 
simply to get publicity. Trump was also damning 
Mueller, who had just saved his neck, insisting he 
should be immediately replaced. The usual. 

I thought, considering all this, that the Russians 
now in Caracas, Venezuela was probably the 
worst thing that could possibly happen. This was 
like Castro in Cuba. Maduro was Russia’s man 
in Venezuela. Meanwhile, Juan Guaid6é, who the 
Americans claimed had won the recent election 
fair and square, was on the outs, and Trump had 
said he would stop at nothing short of an invasion 
to make things right. 
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So let’s see. What were Trump’s options. A 
military attack to drive out the Russians? A 
declaration that Putin was his friend and he’d 
have a meeting? Kirsten Gillibrand, running for 
the Democratic nomination for President, had 
just called Trump a “coward.” I have sons in their 
30s. Will they have to go to war? 

I also considered that Trump, a TV personality 
and billionaire luxury properties builder, hadn’t 
done well with any foreign affairs so far. 

North Korea had gone back to making nuclear 
weapons. Our European friends, stung by 
Trump’s treatment of them, have turned to China 
and signed pacts for their Silk Road project. They 
ignored Trump’s insistence that they not sign 
on with the Chinese firm Huawei, which offers 
the new 5G foundation for internet software. 
Trump’s trade war and tariffs were condemned 
almost everywhere. Meanwhile, the battle to fight 
global warming carries on without America since 
Trump pulled the plug on our being part of it. 
Trump may have done a few things I agree with. 
But foreign affairs is not one of them. 

People are starving in Venezuela. This is not a 
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small country like Panama or Grenada. This is a 
country with 60 million people. Invading there is 
going to be a very big problem. And by the way, 
some of the new missiles Putin has said he has 
developed are pretty scary. 

I came home from the beach and asked my 
wife if she had heard the news about the Russian 
troops coming to Venezuela. She said she 
had not. 

“T got it as an alert,” I said. 

“This is bad,” she replied. 

She was out most of the afternoon on errands, 
and late in the day she came home in a foul mood. 
I was in one, too. This was terrible, terrible news. 
We both were contemplating World War 3. 

“But I haven’t seen or heard anything about 
this,” she said. “Are you sure?” 

I had already decided we could not let this 
stand. One thing we could do is send troops to 
the Ukraine, which is still at war with Russia. 
That might get them to withdraw. But if not, 
there will be missiles in Venezuela, aimed 
across the Caribbean, toward America. And 
would that be unfair? We now have defensive 
missiles set up in Poland, which Russia has 
objected to. 

Maybe Trump could say all the starvation down 
in Venezuela was now Russia’s problem. To hell 
with them. America first. 

But why wasn’t this in the news? I looked 
deeper into the news apps on my cellphone. 
There was an item about Brexit. Parliament 
had, one after another, refused to approve nine 
different proposals from the Prime Minister. 
They wouldn’t approve a re-vote. They would 
not accept leaving the EU with no deal on April

12. They wouldn’t approve 
dropping the plan to leave 
the EU if no deal is reached 
by April 12. They wouldn’t 
approve a new referendum on 
whether they should leave the 
EU. They wouldn’t approve 
leaving the EU but staying in 
a customs union with the EU. 
And on and on. Nine negative 
votes altogether. 

There was also an item about 
Justin Bieber. He posted an 
Instagram story that police 
thought the $160 Off-White 
X Nike Air Max 90 sneakers 
he was wearing had a security 
tag on them, when it was just 
a white zip tie. The police held 
things up for a while, until they 
were satisfied that the zip tie was a sneaker fashion

was involved, but then I saw 
Wikipedia was in blue, so I 
clicked on it. Press TV is a 
fake news station funded by 
the Iranian government. What 
the hell. 

A friend of mine, Steve Brill, 
co-founded a company called 
NewsGuard, which, when you 
subscribe to it, can flag fake 
news for you. It has a team of 
people—for fairness, the full 
range from Knuckle Dragging 
Conservatives to Flaming Left 
Wing Liberals—who look at 
everything that comes their 
way and make judgements.

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Defending Live Music in Montauk. Also, the Controversy at Duryea’s

No MUSIC

wo weeks ago the Town of East Hampton, 
which administers Montauk, said it will not 
be issuing a 2019 permit to Surf Lodge, the 
premier and earliest entertainment venue in 
town for outdoor musical performances. They 
cited repeated violations of the town ordinances. 

Now, the Town of East Hampton is considering 
amendments to their code that could further 
seriously affect the entertainment business in 
Montauk. Music is big business in Montauk now, 
drawing very well regarded national performers. 
The town is making a name for itself musically. 
So here come the regulators. And here are the 
proposed new regulations. 

If inspectors find at least two regulations 
being breached involving noise, hours, music, 
fire prevention, special events or zoning and a 
conviction resulted, the permits to have music 
at the venue—live or otherwise —can be denied. 
Permits can also be denied if an owner of an 
establishment is convicted of violating any two 
or more rules of the town code, not just music 
entertainment regulations but any regulation of 
fire prevention, special events, noise or zoning, 
in the last 36 months. Permits would no longer 
be issued for free nor be automatically renewed 
every year. Now they would cost $100 and will 
be good for only one year. And the cost of the 
permits could go up in future years. 

Permits can also not be used to expand the 
occupancy size or for other purposes than those 
intended. To get a permit, the owner of an 
entertainment establishment would need to show 


a valid certificate of occupancy, a paper showing 


that a bar or restaurant is an approved activity 


at the location, a floor plan and seating chart 
to show where everybody would sit, and if all 
this is not done properly, a denial of a music 
entertainment permit would result, with an 
appeal of the decision only allowed if presented 
in writing within 60 days of the violation to a 
panel of authorities that would include members 
of code enforcement, police and fire department 
officers, emergency officials and building 
department members. 

Practically every member of the local music 
industry appeared at the Town Board meeting 
where this was discussed to oppose the passage 
of these draconian measures. And I join in 
this opposition. 

As it happens, nearly all the venues where 
music is performed are in areas where there 
are no great number of residences nearby to 
disturb. Music is magical. Montauk is not the 
Hamptons. And what could be more appropriate 
for a resort town, anyway? There should be 
limits, but this is way beyond what is needed. I 
hope the Town Board does not pass this proposal 
but finds a less open-ended way of regulating this 
business. Think Austin, Texas, think Nashville, 
think Charleston. And remember that a few years 
ago, when the wrong elements came here, the 
situation was dealt with by having an increased 
police presence. 

Interestingly, at this moment, the Town Board 
has indicated it might give approval to the 
creation of a new restaurant at Duryea’s Lobster 
Deck, which has never had anything other than 


a takeout restaurant before. This is along Tuthill 
Road, a residential road and in a residential area. 
There is also this: For many, many years, Perry 
Duryea placed a barrier across Tuthill Road 
alongside what was then a wholesale lobster 
house, claiming he and his family owned the road 
and they could deny the public use of it. It was 
originally a private driveway to their business, 
and he’d always said he would do this once a year 
for a 24-hour period to keep his “ownership” 
rights alive. When they put the chain across 
the road in 1997, I recall; some people cut it. 
The Duryeas responded by unloading a pile of 
boulders in the road. 

A great uproar ensued over this, and I remember 
it. Those living in Old Town, the historic first 
settlement of Montauk, a few hundred yards from 
Duryea’s, would have to take a 10-minute two- 
mile detour to get to, for example, the railroad 
station, which is in sight of those living on Tuthill 
Road. Ambulances and fire trucks would have to 
take this detour to get to anybody if this were to 
be allowed. This was’a horrible situation. 

Nowhere have I seen any indication that this 
challenge to Tuthill Road has been dealt with in 
this new application. Back in 1997, as I recall, 
the attempt to close the road in this way was 
abandoned only because of this pressure from 
the owners of the residences who'd been cut off. 

Now they are considering a full restaurant 
on this site, where only take-out meals had 
been offered before. I’m told the Town now 
seems to be backtracking on their earlier deal 
regarding approvals. This definitely needs 
further study. @&

his spring, what was supposed to happen,

The 
Great Snowball Fight scheduled for the First of 
March on the Great Lawn of Westhampton Beach 
had to be cancelled, and they kept cancelling it 
until April 11, when it finally snowed.

That was in 2003, and 
farmers couldn’t decide whether to plant or not. 

There was the famous windy year of 1990, 
when March Came In Like a Hummer and Went 
Out Like a Ferrari.

n the early 1990s, Donald Trump 

opened a helicopter service 

called Trump Air to ferry those 
who could afford it back and forth 
between Manhattan and the East 
Hampton Airport. The helicopters were 
smart and elegant, all black with the 
name TRUMP in big gold on the sides. 
In the second year of this venture 
he went through terrible business 
reversals and a number of his 
operations flirted with bankruptcy.

During that time, | interviewed him at 
his office in Manhattan for 
Dan’s Papers.

He’d 
arranged for all the underwater tubing 
to be brought in and installed during 
one night, he said. He knew exactly 
what he was doing, and it was just full 
steam ahead. 


found him bombastic, opinionated, 
a braggart and full of himself. He was 
someone who took risks and shot 
from the hip. But he certainly was 
someone to be reckoned with. He 
ended the interview by inviting me 
to Mar-a-Lago for the weekend, and | 
took him up on it. The following year 
he sold the Plaza, got himself out of 
the Taj Mahal fiasco and shut down the 
helicopter operation. But that was so 
yesterday. He had bigger mountains

Meet Sag Harbor Cinema Arts Centers Gillian Gordon 


ising from the literal ashes of the Sag Harbor 
Cinema’s devastating 2016 fire, the new Sag 
Harbor Cinema Arts Center is now one significant 
step closer to realizing its ambitious vision with the 
hiring of Executive Director Gillian Gordon. The 
Springs resident, who has worked as a producer and 
executive, as well as Director of Graduate Studies 
in Media Arts at the Royal Holloway University 
of London, has an auspicious vision to make the 
Sag Harbor Cinema Arts Center a cultural hub for 
local filmgoers. 
“This has been my fantasy for many years,” says 
Gordon, who had ideas about purchasing the cinema 
some time ago. Gordon has a clear plan for Sag Harbor 


Cinema Arts Center. “My vision is to turn it into a 
world-class cinema for everyone that sets a kind of 
standard and is a sort of model for community not- 
for-profit cinemas. Alongside that goes education and 
outreach. There’s a huge opportunity there,” she says. 

Gordon describes her film taste as eclectic. “I 
would say my [tastes range] from classic screwball 
comedies to Middle Eastern and Asian cinema, as 
well as the Italian cinema of the ’60s,” she says. 
“T love independent cinema primarily, although I 
am a fan of Hollywood films as well. I wouldn't 
say I’m a film snob. Great cinema is. great cinema. 
So is television. I don’t care what size of screen we 
watch on.”

GILLIAN GORDON 


To that end, Gordon wants Sag Harbor Cinema Arts 
Center to have a wide range of programming. “We're 
going to show independent cinema, cinema for kids, 
but also, because we can have a small screening room, 
we can do whatever we want—we can do retrospectives, 
we can do focused genre [screenings]....That’s what’s 
driving me and the board. We all see that we can stay 
home and watch films on our big screen, and become 
more and more isolated, and be part of the sort of 
Netflix phenomenon. I really believe that people love to 
go to the cinema; they like to see other people, they like 
to discuss film. Because there’s so many different kinds 
of people. There’s a wonderful diversity and we should 
be catering to all those different tastes.” 

Splitting her time between the East End and 
abroad, Gordon has a long history with the Hamptons. 
“My father [Ernest Gordon] was the minister at 
the First Presbyterian Church of Amagansett,” she 
explains. “We moved from Scotland when I was a 
very young child. We just fell in love with it out 
here and have always kept a house here. I’ve spent 
the best parts of my life here. And then I moved to 
Springs in 2011 from Amagansett.” Gordon’s father 
was also the dean of the Chapel at Princeton University.

With Gordon’s vision, the Sag Harbor Cinema Arts 
Center will be a staple for East Enders. “I used to go 
to East Hampton Cinema and that was a thing you did 
with a gang of friends,” she says. “It was a really fun 
thing to do. I think that’s what we'd like to see, that 
tradition continue.” Gordon suggests several different 
ways for people to get involved. “We'd love to get 
volunteers, and we're going to be doing some education 
programs,” she says. “Not just kids and teenagers! 
We'll do all kinds of different educational programs; 
we have a really terrific education committee.” 

Gordon hopes East Enders, and all Long Islanders, 
look forward to the Sag Harbor Cinema Arts Center. 
“Where Sag Harbor Cinema is, in the literal center of 
Sag Harbor, makes it a real focus for the community. 
We're going to have a cafe, a bar. It’s not just going to 
the movies.” fi ;

Celebrate National Beer Day on the East End 


here’s a wide variety of unofficial novelty 

holidays throughout the year that hold 
no historical significance or noteworthy 
origin—including oddities like Don’t Cry 
Over Spilled Milk Day on February 11, If 
Pets Had Thumbs Day on March 3, Take 
Your Pants for a Walk Day on July 27, Sneak 
Some Zucchini Onto Your Neighbor’s Porch 
Day on August 8 and National Chocolate 
Covered Anything Day on December 16— 
then there’s National Beer Day. Its April 7 
date is incredibly important to U.S. history, 
as it marks the end of the ill-conceived 
Prohibition era 86 years ago. 

Imagine turning 21 between 1919 and — 
1932, and not being allowed to christen 
your coming of age with your first beer, 
unless of course your parents were willing 
to introduce you to the seedy world of illegal 
speakeasies. Ugh! Thankfully, President 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt signed the 
Cullen-Harrison Act on March 22, 1933, amending 
the Volstead Act to allow the sale of beer containing 
4% alcohol by volume, as opposed to the 0.5% alcohol 
limit in place at the time. When it was announced that 
the amendment would go into effect on April 7, beer- 
lovers across the country lined up in front of breweries 
and beer distributors the night before, a day now called 
New Beer’s Eve, to eagerly await the first day these 
purveyors would be open for business in over a decade. 

- East Enders living in 2019 don’t have to. worry 
about nonsense like Prohibition and can enjoy local 
craft brews and hops as much as they please. Thanks 
to FDR’s decision, the beer industry has flourished

Solar pool heating technology has steadily improved 
over my _ career. Panel (CONTINUED ON PAGE 47) 
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manufacturers have incorporated special 
glazing materials over the panels to reduce 
wind loss for pools near the ocean, like 
many homes in the Hamptons. These type of 
panels also have higher BTU ratings, which 
means more heat for the pool. The automatic 
controllers can now interface directly with 
variable speed pumps to regulate the correct 
speed to maximize heating efficiency. Some 
manufacturers now make panels in a one 
piece; overmolded construction, which 
prevents welds and weld leaks. In the old 
days, all panels were glued together from 
many different pieces and would leak 
after several seasons of use.—Kevin Wert,

High-End Hamptons Kitchens Complement the Chefs

kitchenette in the pool house, which also includes 
“great room, lounge, two full baths, napping/changing 
room.” But what about eating outdoors? Never fear, 
there’s an outdoor kitchen as well. 

Next on the menu is lovely Listowel, at 258 
Horsemill Lane in Water Mill. The property, asking 
$32 million, is repped. by Erica Grossman at Douglas 
Elliman and Tim Davis at Corcoran. This property 
is unique in many ways: There are 6.5 acres of land 
surrounded on three sides by farmland, and the fourth 
side is Mecox Bay. Built in 2008, there are 12,000

square feet of space. There is plenty 
to rave about here, inclueind an 
extraordinary two-story library, 
but we're talking kitchens...and the 
kitchen is, in a word, huge, with 
impressive epicurean amenities and 
a luxurious marble floor. Serious 
cooking is to be accomplished here. 
Finally, we have 675 Flying Point 
Road, Water Mill, a $20 million 
listing by Bespoke. This property 
proves the axiom that more is more. 
On 3.8 bayfront acres, you'll find 
six structures, with 11 bedrooms, 
16 baths and 21,700 square feet. 
Kitchens? Oh, it’s got kitchens. 
The main house’s kitchen offers a 
number of notable features, such 
as “reclaimed hexagonal ceramic 
tile was imported from a French 
pub.” The party barn was rebuilt 
from an original old barn on the 
property and includes a pro kitchen 
with lavastone counters and a La 
Cornue range. It also includes a “media theatre room, 
an upper level loft area, a wet bar, billiards game room, 
gym, and wine bar.”
